The 
show is now being sponsored by Congressman 
James Hayes, Representative from Louisiana and 
will be exhibited at the Canon House Rotunda, 
Washington DC, April 22-May 3. 


AMSA exhibit opens 


at Newark Museum 
from John Molloy and George Cuhaj 


The Newark Museum again this year is exhibiting works by 
AMSA members in a show that opened December 14 and 
runs through February 25 in the museum’s Mutual Benefit 
Life Community Gallery. 


The 165 pieces in the show represent everything from 
traditional, round, two-sided bronze medals to experiments in 
new genres, shapes and materials, including plastic, wood , 
fabric and glass. 


Great men and women remain a favorite theme of 20th 
century art medals. Visitors will find medals honoring 
Gertrude Stein, U Thant, Louis Armstrong, Martha Graham, 
Andy Warhol and others. But they will also find themes such 
as commemoration (the Berlin Airlift), social 
commentary(Death by Random Gunfire), animals (Crocodile 
Rock), American Indians (Peace Pipe), abstraction 
(Composition in Crystal), humor and religious, literary and 
political awards. 


“Over the last dozen years,” Curator of Numismatics 
William Bischoff said, “AMSA has been a major force in 
revitalizing this art form in the United States. This new 
interest has led to exhibitions across the country, including 
the show New Works by Members at the Newark Museum in 
1990 and 1991 and the acclaimed The Currency of Fame 
exhibition at the Frick Collection.” 


At the close of the show at Newark, the exhibition may travel 
to the Nickel Museum in Calgary, Alberta, Canada. Details 
are being worked out. Initial contacts with Ann Davis, 
Director of the Museum , have been very encouraging 
according to John Molloy, show chairman.

Dr. Alan Stahl, curator of medals at The American 
Numismatic Society, will give a slide-illustrated lecture on 
the development of the medal since the Renaissance at 
2:30pm January 21 at the Newark Museum. 


The Newark Museum Arts Workshop will host a session 
February 23-25 on the technique of engraving dies to create 
medals. The course will be taught by Virginia Janssen, 
AMSA member and professional sculptor/engraver with the 
Medalcraft Mint of Greenbay, Wis. She holds a diploma 
from the School of Medallic Art of the Italian Mint in Rome 
and has previously exhibited her work in Helsinki, Budapest, 
Ravenna, Rome, Newark and New York. She teaches a week- 
long course on medallic sculpture at the American 
Numismatic Association’s annual Summer Conference.

Slides, Photos and Lazers Now 
Allowed Foreign Medallists

June 24, 1995 the Board of AMSA voted to allow medallists 
from foreign countries the privilege to enter our exhibitions 
by sending professional quality photos, lazers, or slides in 
place of the medals, This was done because Customs 
procedures and costs made the cost of sending a medallion as 
an entry to an AMSA show prohibitive, especially if the 
medallion was not accepted. 


If works accepted are not up to par with the quality portrayed 
in the visual documents, they will be returned and not 
exhibited. ; 


The Board did not allow any change in the registration fee. 
All works, whether judged by photo, lazer, slide or actual 
medal will-be charged the same fee for each medal judged. 


After July 1995 any new prospectus for any new exhibit will 
list this privilege for foreign exhibitors only. This ruling will 
not apply to the current UNA exhibition or the Newark 
Museum exhibition as these are set in place.

Finke and Stevens-Sollman 
commemorate 50th Anniversary 
of the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra 


Renaissance Editions Ltd. commissioned 50th 
Anniversary of the UN/ 50th Anniversary of the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra medals. Two outstanding 
sculptors from each of nine countries were chosen to 
design these medals. Each obverse had to include the 
Royal Philharmonic Orchestra’s logo which is an 
unfurling Fiddle Fem. Each reverse shows a music theme 
of the artists’ country. 


The two US sculptors chosen are Leonda Finke and 
Jeanne Stevens-Sollman. 


Finke’s medal shows a figure listening to music and a 
fern of the British side. The American side is a portrait 
of Leonard Bernstein conducting. The medals will be 
exhibited and sold in all countries during the Royal 
Philharmonic Orchestra’s world tour celebrating its 50th 
Anniversary.
